College  of  Surgeons  and  the  Apothecaries’  Hall,  £42. 

Some  of  the  Lecturers,  and  other  Members  of  the  Profession  in  the  town 
and  neighbourhood,  receive  House  Pupils,  who  thus  obtain  facilities  for 
completing  their  Medical  studies. 

The  Library  at  the  Medical  School  is  open  to  Students,  under  certain 
regulations. 

Prizes  and  Certificates  of  Honour  are  given  annually. 

Special  Notice  to  Students. — Resolved  by  the  Medical  Council  of 
England : — “ That  the  names  of  all  Students  must  be  Registered  within 
fifteen  days  after  the  commencement  of  each  Session  ; and  that  no  Student 
commencing  Professional  studies  at  a Medical  School  can  be  registered  who 
has  not  passed  an  Examination  in  Arts.” 

“ No  Student  will  be  allowed  to  attend  any  course  of  Lectures  out  of  the 
order  usually  laid  down,  without  special  leave  from  the  Council.” 

“ Any  Student  requiring  Mr.  Skinner’s  signature  for  Vaccination  will 
have  to  vaccinate  under  his  inspection.  The  fee  is  £1.  Is.” 

Notice. — In  compliance  with  a request  from  the  General  Medical  Council 
of  Education,  the  Court  of  Examiners  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of 
London  require  that  in  future  all  Pupils  applying  for  their  Certificate  of 
Qualification  to  practice,  shall  be  instructed  and  furnished  with  Certificates 
of  Proficiency  in  Vaccination  by  gentlemen  holding  appointments  in  con- 
formity with  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  Whitehall .
